$66,600 and last a 20 cent 
Flood Control Tax levied in 
62-63 for $33,000; bringing 
the total income of $177,000 
to offset the expense above. 

A suggestion and an opin¬ 
ion presented by Mayor W. 
Webster Vannier was given 
lively discussion, both by 
the Council members and 
the audience present. 

Mayor Vannier stated that 
he had been approached by 
a party that was firm in 
their belief that the prop¬ 
erty owners affected should 
pay an excess proportion of 
the expense over the tax¬ 
payer that was not affected. 
His party suggested that the 
20 cent proposed tax hike 
should be cut, and that 
Flood Control districts be 
established whereby the 
property owners closer to 
the affected areas will pay 
more than those further 
away. The expense, under 
this plan would be consider¬ 
ably less for those living 
further from the affected 
area, and those receiving 
the benefits would pay the 
lion’s share of the expense. 

This of course brought 
rise from the audience, 
threatening to ipetition out 
in the event that this be¬ 
came apparent. It was their 
feeling that the condition 
was caused by the water 
taking its course over the 
city streets, and that the 
city should bear the expense 
of the project. It was also 
their thinking that all 
parties of the city should 
share equal, as should any 
catastrophe, regardles-s of 
nature or where it happened 
in the city, the expense 
of which should be shared 
in by all.

funds u.sed, which would 
eventually give credit to the 
taxpayers to some degree, 
by lightening the expendi¬ 
tures out of the various 
funds. 

It was the opinion of the 
council that they must 
either decide upon a perma¬ 
nent plan by Sept. 1, for tax 
reason.s, or be faced with 
attempting to satisfy the 
area with a temporary plan. 
The temporary plan used 
the previous year cost the 
in the vicinity of $ 20,000 
most of which is lost to any 
permanent plan. 

The proposed tax hike of 
20 cents per $100 valuation 
is the first hike given the 
property owners of the city 
for many years. Previous 
tax rate to run the city gov¬ 
ernment has been $1.53. 
This 13 per cent increase 
will most probably be for a 
two-year period. 

Further study, discussion^ 
and decisions will be made* 
at the July 10 regular meet¬ 
ing as well as July 24.
